‘W e thought we wanted to abolish 
a lot of bureaus—but hell’s bells—he 
wants to create some new offices,” the 
speaker com m ented. He was referring 
to the president’s recom m endations in 
his m essage yesterday suggesting ad­ 
ditional agencies to handle such m at­ 
ters as reclam ation and public works, 
am ong others. 
B y m s Opens Attack 
Dem ocratic Floor Leader Rainey, 
who sat w ith Garner as the speaker 
voiced his view s to newspapermen, 
said the house would do nothing about 
the president’s recom m endation that 
he be clothed with authority to reor­ 
ganize the governm ent, subject to ap­ 
proval by congress. 
Shortly after Garner’s explosion, the 
scheduled 
dem ocratic 
fusillade 
was 
opened in the 
house 
by 
Chairman 
B ym s, of the appropriations com m it­ 
tee, who declared that President Hoo­ 
ver ‘‘has created more com m issions 
and boards—som e of them without le­ 
gal authority—than any other presi­ 
dent.” 
“I think he could m ake a start by 
abolishing these,” Byrns said. 
Rebellious members of the house 
expenditures com m ittee charged that 
attem pts were being made to “rail­ 
road" through the com m ittee the pro­ 
posed consolidation of the war and 
navy departments. 
F lays “Railroading” 
Representatives Schafer, republican, 
W isconsin, ’ and

MORY DICK AGAIN— 
A collector of rare books paid $ 1 6 7 5 the other day in New 
york for a copy of an old book entitled ‘ The Narrative of the Ship­ 
wreck of the Whale-ship Essex, of Nantucket” ; and the interesting 
thing about it is the fact that this book once was owned by Herman 
Melville and seems to have contained the original thread upun which 
Melville’s great novel, “Moby Dick,” was hung. 
This book told how the ship Essex, about a century ago, was 
rammed and sunk by a large spern whale off the coast of Chile, and 
how' the crew made its way to shore, IOO miles aw’ay, in small boats. 
lf you ’ve read your ' Moby Dick”— and if you haven’t you’ve 
missed something— you ’ll remember that something like that was the 
climax of the novel, when Moby Dick, tile white whale, rammed Cap­ 
tain Allah’s ship and sent it to the bottom with all hands. 
This business of digging back to see where an author “got his 
idea” is always interesting. 
But the striking thing about it is the way 
t proves that the actual skeleton of the plot is the least important thing 


about a book. 
Old Skipper Owen Chase, who wrote this stoiy of the ship­ 
wreck, built up a book on the yarn of a whale that sank a ship, and so 
did Melville— but what a difference! 
The one book was lorgotten 
generations ago, by everyone except Melville; th other is one of the 
masterpieces of American literature. 
With one waiter the yarn was 
just a yarn, exciting but unimportant; with the other it bemcame the 
basis for a deep, moving tale in which humanity’s spiritual adventur- 


ings are summed up. 
One is reminded of the way Conrad wrote “Nostromo ' after 
leading in a Central American newspaper a brief account of how a 
native decamped with a lighter full of bar silver.

Dr. E. G. Hubin, Deerwood, assisted 
by Miss Eula F. Michael, city and 
school nurse, Wed., conducted the sec­ 
ond test for pupils at the Washington 
high school to safeguard them from 
tuberculosis. 
Of the 200 pupils tested only 16 were 
found positive. The latter were given 
thorough physical examinations. 
The final tests will take place Friday 
at the school. 
Dr. Hubin of the Deerwood Sana­ 
tarium . had the following to sav ; e- 
garding 
the 
tuberculin 
testing 
of 
school children. 
“In 1931 Crow Wing county officials 
found it a wise procedure to have to 
have all the cattle in the county tested 
for tuberculosis, and to illiminate the 
positive reactors, in order 
that 
our 
children might be protected against 
this type of tuberculosis, transmitted 
through raw milk and other dairy 
products. This was a v e r y commenda­ 
ble thing to do, and our officials are 
to be complimented for carrying it out 
with so mucli dispatch. We have thus 
practically eliminate! one 
source 
of 
tuberculosis infection, but what about 
the human sources. 
The Manfoux test is one of a num ­ 
ber of simular tests, devised for scroll­ 
ing out the children already infected 
with tuberculosis. It consists if the in­ 
jection of about two drons of a care­ 
fully prepared test solution (tubercu­ 
lin) under the superficial layers of 
the skin of the child’s forearm with 
a very small 
There is practi­ 
cally no pa'n connected with the in­ 
jection. If the child carries tuberculous : 
infection in the body, redness and a 
little swelling appear at the point of 
the injection, sometimes a little sore- ! 
ness. This is a positive reaction, and 
simply means that at some time in ^he 
past the child has become infected 
with tuberculosis. We cannot tell from 
the test whether or not there is active 
disease. This must be determined or j
